COST OF BOARDING PRISONERS. 


Thequestion which Ima existed betweer: 


the County Commisaionere and 
Klmrifi 


Morrison as to the allowance for boarding 
prisoners was decided by an order of the. 
Court last Tuesday. The Court orders that 
in view of tlie universally prevailing cui 
torn of 
the 
County Commissioners c 


Adams county to pay to the Sheriff for the 
boarding of prisoners in the County Jai 
per diem allowance of 35 cents and running 
as high as 00 cents per diem, and in view 
of the fact that this was the prevailing rate 
paid by tlie County Commissioners to the 
Sheriff then in office at the time of the 
election of tlie petitioner, F. \V. Morrison, 
and at his induction into olfice, he had a 
ri^ht to assume that the allowance to him 
as Sheriff would be the same as paid to F. 
!\r. Miller, his predecessor, it is ordered 
that F. W. Morrison, Sheriff, be allowed 
by the County Commissioners 35 cents per 
diem, and that before the eli.ction of an- 
other Sheriff the Court will fix the allow- 
ance at the rate of 25 cents per diem for 
boarding prisoners; this order not to apply 
to vagrants.
